McLeod had an architect named Herrin, father of 
Eva Herrin who married Warner H. Shedd, build a log 
nouse for him; said house still stands and picture 
cf same is Exhibit 9 made in 1982. 


Back when Willis Jones owned the land, an itinerant 
preacher nared Jake wanted land to build a church. 
Willis Jones gave or allowed the use of land to 
Jake. Jake would let noone help him build the church, 
doing all the work himself; therefore, the church ~ 
. (now gone) and cemetery was named Jake Alone. Willis 
Jones and Mollie Shedd Jones are buried in this Jake 
Alone Cem. as seen by Lillian Shedd McMurry in 1982. 


Willis B. Jones never remarried. Both Warner H. and 
Julius M, Shedd told Lillian Shedd McMurry that Willis, 
their grandfather,would walk to their daddy's,(J. C.)
